from EMIL JULIUS KLAISTUCHS in 1945 for transmission to the Soviet Ibilon. GOID 
is currently in Federal custody at the Holmesburg County Prison, Philadelphian' {^i 
He has been charged with violating Section 32, Sub-Section A, Title 50, United 
States Code. * ' «*«.«** 

Subsequent to the arrest of HARRY COLD on Kay 23, 1950, toe has 
furnishing information regarding his espionage 
activities. In terviews irith HARRY GOLD hav e been conducted bv Special AgAnFjt 
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T. SOOTT MILLER, JR. anl RICHARD E. BRENNAN. 

HARRY GOLD has advisod that ha first began his Soviet Mplonage ^ 
work in the fall of 1935. An individual known to GOLD only as PADE'ImITH was 
his initial Soviet superior. SMITH was followed by an individual known to GOIO 
as STEVE SWARTZ. On June 30, 1950, SWARTZ was identified as SQffiN KEPODIEVICH 
HllCA by HARRY COLD. Mi' \ ^ 

II. _ COLONS VERSION OF HIS DEALINGS WITH "FRED** / f 

In late 1937 or early 1930. GOLD net SWARTZ in Now York City 
. and the two went to a restaurant on Broadway in the Eighties. GOLD advised be 
recalled this restaurant was of the chain type such as Rudley's. While the two . 
Of them were in this restaurant, SWARTZ left, saying that he would be back in 
a few moments. GOIO was of the impression that SWARTZ left to make a telephone 
call. About five minutes after SWARTZ returned, the latter motioned to COLD 
to notice an unknown nan enter the restaurant. At this time SWARTZ informed 
GOIO that this man was to begin working with him and instructed GOLD to make a 
aign of recognition to the man, who later turned out to be "FRED". GOLD said he 
did give such a sign, which he cannot recall, but stated it was probably a sadle 
or a nod and "FRED" sat down with them and at this time an introduction was 
made, GOLD has advised that he had no subsequent dealings with SWARTZ after he 
was introduced to "FRED", 

harry GOIO, on June 29, 1950, expressed the idea that because of 
the aite of SWARTZ, who was over six feet in height, his next contact, "FREL*?, 
was more nearly his size in order to avoid being conspicuous. 

"FRID" was described by GOIO as a "strict disciplinarian" who 
lived "by the book". When asked to enlarge upon this, GOIO s 'id that "FRED" was 
more Insistent upon GOIO *8 being careful when meeting him th; ^ any of hie Russian 
contacts . He was of the opinion that It was "FRED" who told i 'm that if he wanted 
to see If he were being followed, to stop and tie his shoelace or walk tq) 
deserted side streets. "FRED" also advised him that any time GOIO had to tear vp 
a piece of paper which he had in connection with his activities with the Russians, 
it should be tom up in very small pieces and each piece dropped in a separate 
block while GOIO was walking down the street. ..... 

In addition, GOLD said that "FRED" was constantly suggesting 

that he obtain, more Information, and when GOLD said that the Pennsylvania - 

Sugar Comparer, his place of employment, had very few possibilities left, "FRED" 
insisted that GOIO attempt to obtain a position with the government. .

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GOlO distinctly recalled a suggestion that he obtain employment at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard. He said he never did this and during his entire association 
vith "FRED", he merely supplied him with odds and ends relative to ehemioal 
processes obtained from the Pennsylvania Sugar 0oii9>any* 

"FRED" also gave GOID instructions on how to wrap Infomatlon " ' 
which was to be turned over to "FRED" by GOID. He said that "FRED" told him to 
put the paper containing the information between the folds of newspapers and 
when the two met, the Russian contact, who would also be carrying a*newBpaper, I 
but with nothing in it, would exchange papers with GOID. "FRED" also said 
that if the information were so bulky that the use of a wrapper was neeessaxy. 

It should be wrapped in plain brown paper. 

In this regard, GOID said although he could TOt definitely 
attribute it to "FRED", he was given instructions that he should never wear 
anything with an initial on it, such as a tie clasp, a belt buckle or the like, 
or wear a ring with an unusual design, or wear anything which might attract 
the attention of someone wlio might be looking at GOID. 

Relative to the various, contacts of GOLD made by "FRED", OOCLD ' 
advised that to the best of his recollection his contacts were «n made in New 
York City with the exception of possibly two or three occasions that he net 
"FRED" in Hiddletownand Cincinnati, Ohio. He is also of the iII^)^e88ion that be 
may possibly have met with "FRED" once in Philadelphia. 

COLO said that his relatiorMhip.,with..^FRED" extended fro m late 
1937 or early 1938 until a period shortly before his graduation fromT Xa^er " 

in Cincinnati, Ohio in June, 1940. GOID said that ""FRED"“wS5^11owed 
by an alternate contact identified by GOLD as JOSEPH KATZ. This alternate 
contact was subsequently followed by SEMEN M.^ SEMENOV, whom C' 'D first met in 
JtOy of 1940. ^ . 

in. G0ID*S ACTIVITY AT XAVIER UNIVERSITY. CINCINNATI. OHIO 

On June 7, 1950, HARRY GOID advised that during the period bs 
was handled by "FRED" he, t/OID, had given much thought to returning to college 
to complete work on his degree. Ha said that when he first broached the idea 
to "FRED" in early 1938, "FRED" suggested the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology as being the only place to go. GOID said he was finally able to 
■convince "FRED" he could not explain to his parents whore he got the money for ' 
his education at M.I.T. GOID said that at this time he wrote to numerous 
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uiiiverslties &bout the country to see which would accept his previously 
earned undergraduate credits. Anong these was the University of Cincinnati, 
which would not accept his credits at face value. However, he said that 
Xavier University at Cincinnati, Ohio accepted his credits. In the fall of 
1938, COIi) enrolled at Xavier University to eon^jlete work on his B. S. 

Degree, 

HARRY GOLD advised that shortly after he arrived at 
Cincljinatl In 1938, and while he was attending Xavier University, he received I 
a telephone call from his Soviet contact "FRED". GOLD advised that "FRED" 
asked him to me^t_Ujn_lflmediately ln_the down-town section of Cincinnati. 

At this time "FRED" aokedUOUTlo establish co'nta^iath~a'man nam^dBSl<jg¥TTr.. 
GOID said that "FRED" Infomed him that SMUG lived in Dayton Ohio and was 
a high government official. According to GOLD, "FRED" intimated that SMIIC 
would have information for GOLD when he was contacted. 

GOLD said that contrary to his instructions to immediately eon- 
tact SMIIG, he did not go to the Siam residence in Dayton, Ohio until about 
tw days later. He said that SMIIG admitted him to his home rather reluctantly 
w tested him rather coolly and warily throughout the evening, OOID said 
t»^t when it came time to leave, he askod SMUG to drive him to the trolley 
^p, which SMIIG did reluctantly. He advised that he furnished aciG his 
Philadelphia address, 5032 Boudinot Street, and told SMIIC if he happened 
to be in the East to get in touch with him. 

Approximately two weeks later, GOID said that he met "FRED" by 
pre-arrangement,_ in Middletown, Ohio. At this time "FRED" wanted to know If 
SMIIG had furnished any material to GOID, GOID said that he reported there 
^t be some mistake because of the manner in which SMIIG acted. GOLD advised 
that following this first unsuccessful contact of SMIIC, he a- ic approximately . 
^visits in 1939 and two in 1940, upon instructions of his o/vlet superior. 
FRED" to see SMIIG in Da3rton. GOID said that after each of these visits 
j» became more certain that some mistake had been made because SMIIG was ob- ' 
viously trying to keep from meeting him. GOID said he furnished information 
concerning SMIIG »s reluctance to "FRED" who kept on insisting that GOID so ' 
back to see SMIIG. 
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IV. FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE GtVEW GOIi) BY wpRH)" . 

On August 7. 1950, HARRY GOIO advised the writer that he ■ ' ' ' 
bad received varying sums of ajoney from hie Soviet superior "FRED". During 
the period from early 1938 to September, 1938, "FRED" gave gold approxl- 
Biately $50.00 for expense money in eonnecUon with his espionage activities. 
Prior to enrolling at Xavier University at Cincinnati, Ohio, in the fall ■ 
of 1938, GOID received from "FRED", approximately $300 or $400 for assistance 
in his education. In either April or May, 1939, "FRED" .eoatactacLGOIi) in. ( 
~Cincinnati_and gave hji^ sum of e'itfier $100 or i200 f or assistance at 
Xavier University. 

GOID has also advised that he was of the opinion that in early

V. CORROBORATIVE EVIDENCE OF G0LD*S DEALIMIS WITH "FRED" 


During the search of the GOID reildende.at 6823 Kindred Stnet, 
conduct^ On JUne 3, 1950, various items were located that appeal^ to have 
SOTC relationship to G0ID»s espionage activities. The items that pertained 
to GOID *8 dealings with FRED will be discussed hereafter. Special Agents 
^ SCOTT KILLER, JR. and RICHARD E, BRENNAN conducted the interview of KARRI 


. This item consists of 15 pages of white, unllnod paper, 

8J" X 11" in size, bearing the pencilled heading "HERBET^FSTEIN". 

This material apparently concerns itself with attempts to «cruit 
EPSTEIN into espionage activities. 

This material was shown to GOLD on June 15, 1950. Ho stated that 
^handwriting on these sheets was his. HERBERT EPSTEIN was, acooitllng to 
GOID, a non-existent person upon whom he submitted these reports. He said these 
reports were submitted to "FRH)" as GOID was constantly hounded by "FRED" for 
other recruits for Soviet espionage during the period GOLD was handled by *

On June 17, 1950, GOLD advised that the pencilled writing appeatii^ 
on these sheets was his. The material regarding CARL BUCHMAN was iii connectiori : 
with an assigrment that "FRED" had given COID , He said he believed BUCHMAN was 
possibly a Trotskyite whom "FRED" had asked COLD to make inquiries about.

Relative to the material on GRAFF PAEJJ, GOLD said that it might 
have been in connection with the other material on lEO C» PENN. COLD said 
this material was also in his handwriting, but could not recall the eircumstanoea 
of this report. He was of the opinion that PENN may have been a Trotskyite 
about whom he had requested information^ possibly sometime in 1938. 

3. This item consisted of five sheets of manila 
colored, imlined paper, 8j x 11" in size, containing pencilled 
handwrtting an! captioned ^FINANCIAL AND SOCIAL HISTORY OF TIffi GOIO 
FAMILY". 

This material was shown to GOLD on June 17, 1950. He said that 
the handwriting was his and the information listed on these sheets was conqjletely 
true. GOLD said this was biographical information on him and his family which 
he later prepared in a final form and he gave to "FRED", probably in oarly 1938. 

4. This item was a manila folder containing 8J'*en 
sheets of white, unlined paper, 8j" x 11" in size, TSro r these 
sheets are clear, while the other five bear pencilled haix.- 
writing. There was also contained in this manila folder, one 
sheet of yellow paper with pencilled calculations thereon, and 
six sheets of manila colored, unlined paper, 8j" x U" in sise. 

These latter sheets are captioned "Penna. Sugar Oo.", "Recovery 
of OO 2 from Flue Gas", and ♦’Work to be Done on Flue Gas". 

The above listed Items were shown to HARRY GOLD on June 17, 1950. • 
He said the set captioned "Penna. Sugar Co." was in his handwriting and oontalnsd 
information regarding a strike at this canpany. He was unablo to fix the period 
that this strike took place. The material captioned "Recovery . 
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of OOj Pl'Je Gas*', was a rough draft report prepared by GOII> which he 
later Submitted in final form to his Soviet superior "FRED". Ihe item listed 
as "Work to be done on Flue Gas" was six pages of handwritten notes that COLD 
handwriting. These notes contain material on research beiiw con- 
ducted by G01i)»e superior at Pennsylvania Sugar Conqinny on the possibility of 
^covering OOp from flue gas. This material was prepared In the form of a 
final report aid given to "FRED". 

5. piis item consisted of five sheets of xinlined < 

^te paper. 8j" x 11" in size, with pencil ord ink handwriting * 

thereon. There were also two sheets of unlined, yellow paper 
8s" X 11" in size, with pencilled writing thereon. The five" 
sheets of unlined white paper appear to be rough draft of 
letters from GOID to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
at Cambridge, Massachusetts, regarding his possible entrance 
in an under-graduate course in Chemical Engineering and/or 
completion of work in Mechanical Engineering at the University 
of Cincinnati. The two sheets of yellow paper were headed "Report / 
on letters from Massachusetts Institute of Technology".

GOLD said that he had difficulty in getting hie credits recognised 
at the University of Cincinnati and therefore, in the summer of 1938. decided 1 
to continue to work for at least another year before entering college. He 
advised that DR. GUSTAV REICH, who was his superior at Pennsylvania Sugar 
Con 5 >any, suggested to GOLD that he try to enroll at Xavier University in 
Cincinnati, ^dilch COLD was successful in entering. 

GOLD said that ♦TRED” had been quite happy about G0LD*s being 
unsuccessful in entering the University of Cincinnati, as he preferred to see 
GOID work for another year before going to school. He said that •FRED” was 
happy for two reasons; 

1. That he might induce GOID to enter Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and pay G01D*s way; and 

2. GOID would continue to work for the Soviets for 
another year and work principally on getting 
recruits in the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 

He said that when he finally told "FRED” that he was goliw to • 
Xavier University, "FRED" was vary bitter about it.

Relative to the 
other items, GOLD said he had received instructions, probably from "FRED", to 
obUin a list of journals, publications, etc. about the Navy. He was also re- • 
quested to determine which of these publications and Journals could be sub- 
scribed to. His source for this information was the Public Library in Phila- -

Subsequent* to the arrest of HARRY COID on May 23, 1950, he has 
been interviewed and has been f\imishing information regarding hie espionage ’ 
activities. Interviews with HARRY GOLD have been conducted bv ‘ ‘ 
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- T. SaTT MTLIJvR, JR. and RICHARD E. BRENNAN. , *= - r 

HARRY GOLD has advised that he first began his Soviet espionage 
vork in the fall of 1935 . An individual known to GOIi) only as PAUL SMITH was 
his initial Soviet superior. SMITH was followed by an individual known to GP U) 
as STEVE SWARTZ. On June, 30 , . 1950 , SWARTZ was identified as SEMEN MEFODIEVICH 
RUGA by HARRY GOU). 

II. G0LD«S VERSION OF HIS DEALDCS WITH "FRED" ^ 

In late 1937 or early 1938, GOLD met SWARTZ in New York City ' 

. and the two went to a restaurant on Broadway in the Eighties. GOIi) advised he 
recalled this restaurant was of the chain type such as Rudley*s. While the two . 
of them were in this restaurant, SWARTZ left, saying that he would be back in 
a few moments. GOIO was of the ImpresBlon that SWARTZ left to make a telephone 
call. About five minutes after SWARTZ returned, the latter swtioned to GOID 
to notice an unknown man enter the restaurant. At this time SWARTZ informed 
GOLD that this man was to begin working with him and instructed GOLD to make a 
sign of recognition to the man, who later turned out to be "FRED”. GOLD said he 
did give such a sign, which he cannot recall, but stated it was probably a sndle 
or a nod and "FRED" sat down with them and at this time an introduction was 
made. COLD has advised that he had no subsequent dealings with WARTZ after be 
was introduced to "FRED". 

HARRY GOLD, on June 29 , 1950 , expressed the idea that beoause of • 
the also of SWARTZ, xho was over six feet in height, his next contact, "FRED", 
■was more nearly his size in order to avoid beir^ conspicuous. 

"FRED" was described by COID as a "strict dts elplinarl an" wh o 
lived "by the book". When asked to enlarge upon this, OOID c -id that "FRED" was 
more insistent upon G0ID*s being careful when meeting him th: any of his Russian 
contacts. He was of the opinion that it was "FPIED" who told i a that if he wanted 
to see if he were being followed, to atop and tie his shoelace or walk vp 
deserted side streets, "FRED" also advised him that any time GOLD had to tear up 
a piece of paper which he had in oonnoetion with his activities with the Russians, 
it should be torn up in very small pieces and each piece dropped In a aepapate 
block while GOLD was walking down the street. 

In addition, OOID said that "FRED" was constantly suggesting 
. that he obtain more Information, and idien GOID said that the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Conqjany, his place of employment, had very few possibilities left, "FRED" 
insisted that GOID attempt to obtain a position with the government. x- 
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GOID distinctly recalled a suggestion that he obtain employment at the Phlla- . 
delphia Navy Yard. He said he never did this and during hie entire association 
with "FRED”, he merely supplied him with odds and ends relative to chemical 
processes obtained from the Pennsylvania Sugar Cofi 7 >any. 

"FRED" also gave GOLD instructions on how to wrap Information 
which was to be turned over to "FRED" by GOLD. He said that "FRED" told him to 
put the paper containing the information between the folds of newspapers and 
when the two met, the Russian contact, who would also be carrying a -newspaper, I 
but with nothing in it, would exchange papers with COID. "FRED" also said 
that if the information were so bulky that the use of a wrapper was necessary, 
it should be wrapped in plain brown paper. 

In this reganl, GOID said although he could not definitely 
attribute it to "FRED", hi was gi^'en instructions that he should never wear 
anything with an initial on it, such as a tie clasp, a belt buckle or the lilce- 
or wear a ring with an unusual design, or wear anything which might attract 
the attention of someone %rtio might be looking at COLD. 

Relative to the various contacts of GOLD made by "FRED", GOLD 
advised that to the best of his recollection his contacts were ail made In New 
York City with the exception of possibly two or three occasions that he met 
"FRED" in Middletownand Cincinnati, Ohio. He is also of the iii 5 )ression that he 
may possibly have met with "FRED" once in Philadelphia. 

relationship with "FRED" extended from late 
1937 or early 1938 until a period shortly before hie graduation from Xavier 
University in Cincinnati, Ohio in June, 1940. GOID said that "FRED" was followed 
by an alternate contact identified by COLD as JOSEPH KATZ. *>^8 alUmate 
contact was subsequently followed by SEMEN M. SEMENOV, whom O' 'D first met in 
July of 1940. 

III. G0ID >S ACTIVITY AT XAVIER UNIVERSITy. CINCINNATI. OHIO 

On June 7, 1950, HARRY GOID advised that during the period be 
was handled by "FRED" he, tOLD, had given much thought to returning to college 
to complete work on his degree. He said that when he first broached the ilea 
to "FRED" in early 1938, "FRED" suggested the Massachusetts Institute of 
Techr»logy as being the only place to go, GOID said he was finally able to 
wnvince "FRED" he could not explain to his parents whore he got the swney for ' 
his education at H.I.T. GOLD said that at this time he wrote to numerous ... 
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wdversities about the country to see which would accept his previously 
earned undergraduate credits. Among these was the University of Cincinnati, ; 
which would not accept his credits at face value. However, be said that 
Xavier University at Cincinnati, Ohio accepted his credits. In the fall of 
1938, GOIU enrolled at Xavier Diversity to eoii9>lete work on his B. S. 

Degree. . , . 

HARRY GOID advised that shortly after he arrived at 
Cincinnati in 1938, and while he was attending Xavier University, he received ( 
a telephone call from his Soviet contact "FRED". COLD advised that "FRED" 
asked him to meet him immediately in the down-town section of Cincinnati* 

At this time "FRED" asked GOLD to establish contact with a man named BEK S MTTn . 
GOID said that "FRED" informed him that SMIIC lived in Dayton Ohio and was 
a high government official. According to GOLD, "FRED" Intimated that SMUG 
would have information for GOID when he was contacted. 

GOLD said that contrary to his instructions to immediately oeo- 
tact SKIIG, he did not go to the SI-HIG residence in Dayton, Ohio until about 
two days later. He said that SMUG admitted him to his home rather reluctantly 
and treated him rather coolly and warily throughout the evening. COLD said 
that when it cane time to leave, he asked SMIIC to drive him to the trolley 
stop, which SMIIG did reluctantly. He advised that he furnished SMIIC his 
Philadelphia address, 5032 Boudinot Street, anl told SMIIC If he happened 
to be in the East to get in touch with him. 

Approximately two weeks later, QOU) said that he met "FRED" by - 
pre-arrangement, in Middletown, Ohio. At this time "FRED" wanted to know if 
SMIIC had furnished any material to GOLD. GOID said that he reported there 
must be some mistake because of the manner in which SMUG acted. GOID advised 
that following this first unsuccessful contact of SMIIG, he u de approximately 
tw^isits in 1939 and two in 1940, upon instructions of his dnriet superior, 
"FRED" to see SMIIG in Dayton. GOLD said ttet after each of these visits 
he became more certain that some mistake had been made because SMIIG was ob- 
viously trying to keep from meeting him. GOID said he furnished Information 
concerning SMIIG *8 reluctance to "FRED" who kept on insisting that GOLD go 
back to see SMIIG. 
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IV, 'FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE GIVEN GOLD BY "FRg)" 

On August 7, 1950, HARRY COIO advised the witer that he . ' 

had received varying sums of H»ney from his Soviet superior "FROJ". Durli^ 
the period from early 1938 to September, 1938, •’FRED" gave gold approxi- 
mately $50.00 for expense money in connection with his espionage activities. - 
Prior to enrolling at Xavier University at Cincinnati, Ohio, in the fall 
of 1938, GOIO received from »TRED'», approximately $300 or $ItD0 for assistance 
in his education. In either April or Kay, I939, "FRED" contacted GOID in 
Cincinnati and gave him a sum of either $100 or $200 for assistance at 
Xavier ttiiversity. 

GOLD has also advised that he was of the opinion that in early 
spring, possibly March I94O, he received the sum of $200.00 from •TBED" at a 
meeting in dneinnati. 


V. CORROBORATIVE EVIDENCE OF G0LD*S DEALIWSS WITH "FRED" 

During the search of the GOID residence at 6823 Kindred Street, 
conducted on June 3, 1950, various items were located that appeared to have 
some relationship to COID's espionage activities. The items that pertained 
to G0ID*8 dealings with FRED will be discussed hereafter. Special AEents 
T. SCOTT MIIIER, JR. and RICHARD £• BRENNAN conducted the interview of HARRY 
GOID.

Relative to the letter to Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
dated April 10, 1930* GOLD said that he actually began working for Pennsylvania 
Sugar in January of 1929 and not September of 1928, as stated in the letter. 

GOLD said that he had difficulty in getting hie credits recognised 
at the University of Cincinnati and therefore, In the summer of 1938, decided ! 
to continue to work for at least another year before entering college* Me 
advised that DR. GUSTAV REICH, was his superior at Pennsylvania Sugar 
Company, suggested to COID that he try to enroll at Xavier University in 
Cincinnati, which GOLD was successful in entering* 

GOLD said that "FRED** had been quite happy about GOLD’S being 
unsuccessful in entering the University of Cincinnati, as he preferred to see 
GOIJ) work for another year before going to school. He said that "FRED" was 
happy for tvro reasons; 

1. That, he might induce GOID to enter Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and pay COLD’S way; aivi 

2. GOID would continue to work for the Soviets for 
another year and work principally on getting 
recruits in the Philadelphia Navy lard. 

He said that when he finally told "FRED" that he was going to 
Xavier University, "FRED" was very bitter about it. -

He 
said there was a possibility that the information regarding the United States 
Naval Institute Proceedings had been furnished to STEVE SMAKtZ* Relative to the 
other items, GOLD said he had received instructions, probably fresn "FRED", to 
obtain a list of Journals, publications, etc, about the Navy, He was also re- 
quested to determine which of these publications and Journals could be aub* 
scribed to. His source for this information was the Public Library in Phila- 
delphia,

HARRY GOLD, on 5/22/50, admitted he had received atom 
bomb information from EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, in 1945» for trana- 
mission to the Soviet Union. GOLD was convicted for violation of 
;ithe war time Espionage Statute and is now serving a Federal . , z f; 
penitentiary sentence. y'- -- ■ 

Subsequent to his arrest, GOLD has been furnishing 
infonnatlon regarding his espionage activities and advised that 
he first began his Soviet espionage work in the Fall of 1935* •Jad 
that an individual, known only to him as PAUL SMITH, was his 
Initial Soviet superior. GOLD said SMITH was followed by an - < . . - 

Individual known to him as STEVE SWARTSi. " . 

GOLD said that, in late 1937 or early 1938* 

SWARTZ in NYC, and the two went to a restaiirant on Broadway in the^ ' '' 
ii^ightles. GOLD said that he recalled this restaurant was of the - 
chain type and that, while the two of them were there, SWARTZ 
left saying he would be back momentarily, giving GOLD the impression 
he had gone to make a phone call. About five minutes after *• 

SWARTZ returned, he motioned to GOLD to notice an unknown man 
enter the restaurant, at which time SWARTZ Informed GOLD that this . ' 
man was to begin working with him and Instructed GOLD to make a 
sign of recognition to the man who later turned out to be "FRED"« “ 
GOLD said he gave such a sign, either a smile or a nod, and “FRED" *-t 
sat down with them, and, at this time, an introduction was made* 

GOLD said he had no subsequent dealings with SWARTZ after he was ' , 
Introduced to "FRED". . 


"FRED" was described by GOLD as a "strict disciplinarian", 
who lived "by the book". When asked to enlarge upon this, GOLD 
said that "FRED" was more insistent upon GOLD'S being careful when 
meeting him than any of his other Russian contacts. He believed 
it was "FRED" who told him that if he wanted to see if he were 
followed to stop and tie his shoelace or walk up deserted side 
.streets. "FRED" also advised GOLD that anytime GOLD had to tear 
up a piece of paper which he had in connection with his Russian 
activities, it should be tom in very small pieces and each pieee 
dropped in a separate block while GOLD was walking down the streets

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In addition* GOLD said that "FRED” was constcmtly suggesting 
that he obtain more information* When GOLD said that the Pennsyl- 
vania Sugar Company* his place of employment* had very few possibili- 
ties left* "FRED" Insisted that GOLD attempt to obtain a position 
with the Government. GOLD distinctly recalled a suggestion that 
he obtain employment at the Philadelphia Naval Yard. GOLD said he 
never did this and* during his entire association with "FRED",, - 
he merely supplied him with odds and ends relative to chemical ( 
processes obtained from the Pennsylvania Sugar Company. 


"FRED" also gave GOLD Instructions on how to wrap 
information which was to be turned over to "FRED" by GOLD. He said 
"FRED" told him to put the paper containing the information between 
the folds of newspapers* and when the two met* the Russian contact* 
who would also be carrying a newspaper with nothing in it* would . \ 
trade papers. GOLD said he believed that it was "FRED" Who told 
him he should never wear anything with an initial on it or wear 
a ring with an unusual design or anything else which might attract 
the attention of someone* who might be looking for GOLD. 


Relative to the various contacts of GOLD made by "FRED", ■* ; 
GOLD advised that to the best of his recollection* hie contacts were 
all made in New York City* with the exception of possibly two or 
three times when he met "PRiiD" in Middletown and Cincinnati* Ohio* 

He is also of the impression that he may possibly have met with , 
"FRED" once in Philadelphia. ... 

GOLD said that his relationship with "FRED" extended 
from late 1937 or early 1938 vuitll a period shortly before his ' , 

graduation from Xavier University in Cincinnati, Ohio* in June* •- 
1940. GOLD said that "FRED",^/jas followed by an alternate contact 
identified by GOLD as J0SEPR*^iiAT2i. This alternate contact was 
subsequently followed by SEilEN N. SEHEl'iOV* whom GOLD first met in 
Jvily of 1940 . 


GOLD advised, during the period he was seeing "FRED", 
that he had given much thought to returning to college to flnlCh^ 
work on his degree and that when he first mentioned the idea to "PRED" 
in early 1938, the latter suggested Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology as being the only place to go. GOLD said he finally 
convinced "FRED" he could not explain to his parents where he got 
the money for his education at Massachusetts Institute of Technology* 
and, at the same time, he wrote numerous universities aroxmd the 
country to see which would accept his previously earned undergraduate^) 
credits. Among these was the University of Cincinnati, which - would : 


o 
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not accept his credits at face value, but he did discover that ' 
Xavier University, In Cincinnati, Ohio, would accept his credits 
end, in the Fall of 1948, GOLD enrolled at Xavier to obtain his 
BS degree. 

GOLD advised that, shortly after he arrived In Cincinnati, 
In 1938 , and while he was attending Xavier, "FRED” called him and 
asked him to meet him at once In the downton section of Cincinnati j 
at which time "FRED" asked GOLD to establish contact with a man 
named BEli -SIIILG, who lived in Dayton, Ohio, and was a high 
Government official who would have Information for COLD when he was 
contacted. GOLD said he saw SHILG, who treated him rather coolly 
and warily. About two weeks later, GOLD said he met "FRED*', by 
prior arrangement, In Middletown, Ohio, at which time •‘FRED" 
wanted to loiow if SMILG had furnished any information to GOLD,- 
whereupon GOLD told "FRED" that there must have been a mistake 
because of the manner in which SMILG acted. • ; ‘ 

GOLD advised that following his first xinsucoessful 
contact of SMILG, he made about two visits each, in 1939 and 1940»' 
upon instructions of "FRED*' to see SMILG In Dayton, Ohio. GOLD said 
that after each of these visits, he became more certain that some 
mistake was made because SMILG was obviously trying to keep from % 
meeting him, ^ 

GOLD advised that he received varying sums of money from 
"FRED” totaling about ^600. 00 or ^^700. 00 mostly to cover his 
additional expenses at Xavier. GOLD said that "FRED" was originally 
very happy about GOLD’S being unable to enter the University of *; 
Cincinnati as he wanted to see GOLD work for another year before 
going to school so that he might Induce GOLD to enter Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and pay his way and tliat he would also work 
on getting recruits in the Philadelphia Ravy Yard. GOLD said that 
"FRED" was very bitter when he found GOLD was going to Xavier*

THOMAS L, EIACK, a self-confessed fomer Soviet espionage 
agent, advised he had discussed "FRED" with GOLD only briefly and .

ISIIAEL v;0LINSKY, who was active In Communist affairs in Russia, '• 
was not identical with "FRED" since WOLINSKY would have been too 
old.

WILLIAM BULL STODDARD, JR, , and MARY STODDARD were exhibited to 
HARRY GOLD, who advised he did not recognize any of these individuals.

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Relative to the matter on **GRAFP PAEN", GOLD said that .

CARL BUCHIIAK was interviewed by New York agents in 
December, 1951 » in an effort to identify HARRY GOLD'S Soviet superior, 
"FRED", who had given GOLD the assignment of Investigating CARL 
BUCHMAN. BUCHMAN said he was never Interested In the Trotskyite I 
movement and, to his knowledge, he had never associated with any 
members of the CP or followers of TROTSKY, and further that the 
names "GRAFF FAEN" and LEO C. P£3IN were unknown to him. 

JOHN HENRY de GRAAF, who is an admitted former agent 
of the Comintern and Soviet Military Intelligence from 1931 to 1939, 
has advised that he never heard of the unknown subject and knows . 
nothing concerning his activities. - 

Inasmuch as all logical leads have been covered in an ' 
effort to identify "FRED" with negative results, this ease is being 
closed by Bureau authority. However, in order that this indivldxial's 
activities may be familiar to other offices, they are being set 
forth herewith.

T-1 related that he arranged to introduce his Soviet ,■ .

that the introduction took place at NOAH KAHN's home possibly •■■■ 
early In 1933. T-1 could not recall the pretext used for this .= 

me*lng or the fictitious name which v;as furnished KAHN at the , 
time. It was T-1 ' s opinion that "WALTER" requested this Into- 
ductlon to enable him to make a first hand evaluation of 
KAHI'I's potential usefulness to the Russians, but T-1 has no 
way to knovfing v/hat conclusions "VJALTER" did reach after the 
interviev; and believes that "WALTER" would not have discussed 
such a matter vfith him. Further, T-1 had no knowledge of whether 
"WALTER" ever met NOAH KAHN on subsequent occasions and he 
added that this occasion v/as the last or near the last time that 
he, T-1, ever saw "WALTER." 


NOAH KAH13 was interviewed by SAs FRANCIS W. UINGDON 
and HEFQ3ERT D. CLOUGH, JR. on July 27, 1953 at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, BrooliLyn, New York. lUHN related that he had for- 
merly been friendly v;ith THEODORE MAC LEAfT^IITZ while at Le- /> 
high University, Pennsylvania. After leaving Lehigh, KAHN did 
not see SVilTZ for nearly ten years until the early 1930' s when, 
according to KAIUJ, he mot SWITZ by accident. After a brief 
discussion on the street, they agreed to meet on another date. 
KAHN recalled meeting SWITZ periodically for three months after

He stated that no discussion v/as held concerning KAHN'.s 
position by either SV/ITZ or his companion. KAHl'I stated that 
he never met SWITZ' s companion on any other occasion and would 
not know him if he should meet him again. KAHN stated that 
his association with SVJITZ ended upon the discontinuance of 
the speech lessons that SWITZ had been giving him and the tvo /

Mrs. HKLKNNiiAiii^, v:ifc of NOAH-TAID^, recalled the 
episode at the restaurant in New York City when SV/ITZ brought 
his unknown male companion, but she could furnish no identify- 
ing Informtion concerning this Individual. She could not re- 
call the topics of conversation during the dinner and could 
not recall if politics were discussed. 

Background of NOAH KAHN 


Investigation Into the background of NOAH KAHN at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, Brooklyn, New York, disclosed tha ■ 
following infonnation: 

W. L. PAYNE, Personnel Division, produced records 
showing that KAHN was bom November 15 , I894 at finorgon, Russia. 
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His present residence is 3732 Ocean Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. 

In 1927 KAHN'S legal residence was St. Louis, Missouri. He ' V 
began probational appointment at the Navy Yard as a metallurgist 
on September 19, 1927 and received various promotions in the 
follov7ing years. 

On January 12, 1951 he was granted final clearance' 
to handle classified material up to and including secret. Hie 
record shows that he attended high school in Russia and took ! ' 

engineering at the University of Nebraska from 1916 to 1917* ' • ' 

He attended Lehigh University, Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, Tr^ . . .. 

1919 to 1922 and v;ent to V.’ashington University, St. Louis, ' ■ 
Missouri, from 1926 to 1927 where he graduated v/ith a degree 

of Master of Science. These records show that KAHN had been 

in the United States since 191^ and could read, speak and ^ .. . ■ 

understand the Gern'.an and Russian languages. . ' 

T-2, of unknovm reliability, advised SA STANLEY P.'; j 
JOHl^SOi:, JR. on August I8, 1952 that NOAH KAHN was in charge 
of the Metallurgical Division of the Material Laboratory at*' '-'- ' f ’ 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. T-2, who admittedly is a former mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, did not knov/ if KAHN was affiliated 
v;lth such a group at the Navy Yard. T-2 advised that during . 
the early 1940 's KAHN associated with a Navy Yard employee . 

by the name of MORRISsPKARSON. T-2 did not Icnow how these two . /y/ 
men became acquainted ^ how close their relationship was, . , 

but he vaguely recalled that PEARSON at one time mentioned '. v-. 
that both he and KAHN had belonged to a "left wing fraternal ■ - 

organization" v/hich KAHI^ subsequently had quit. T-2 asserted ; ^ 
that PEARSON was a member of a Communist Party cell organized 
in the Navy Yard during the 1940' s. 

According to T-2, KAHN did not talk of political 
matters while working. Reportedly KAHN was a member of a 
Zionist organization v;hlch T-2 believed did not contain per- 
sons BjTiipathetlc- tov;ard Communism. T-2 stated that another 
reason leading him to believe that KAHN was not affiliated 
with the Communist Party was the fact that KAHN was unpopular 
with members of a union at the Navy Yard whose Executive 
Board was dominated by Communist Party members.

Regarding Unl<novm Subject; "liinployee ' 7 

of the Br’ooklyn Navy Yard" 

In another investigation Dr. JOSEPH A'nJA^^^JilWARTZ, 
Chief of the Tuberculosis Service at the Veterans Hospital,' . • 
San Fernando, California, v;as interviewed on February I6 and . 
April 7, 1953 at Los Angeles, Califori^. He, advised that he 
was fornerly married to one RUTIfSlITT/, v*ose mother was FANNIE 
-ItITTY. Dr. SCHWARTZ stated that in his opinion the entire 
KITTY family appeared to be in favor of Communism and his for- 
mer mother-ln-lav;, FANNIE KITTY, told him that she was a Com-^ \ 
munlst Party member. 

Dr. SCHWARTZ stated that on one occasion his former 7. . 
mother-ln-lav;, FAHHIE KITTY, told him that one of the most' - ; ' 
trusted soui'ccs of information of the Communist Party was an 
individual in the Lrooiayn Navy Yard. This person was a Naval 
designer and had been employed in that capacity for years. 

While Dr. SCHWARTZ could not recall the man's name, he did 
remember that his v;lfe advised that this person was an 'out 
and out Comi.ranlst" and had been furnishing information to the 
Communist Party for years. 

Dr. SCH.IARTZ recalled that on one occasion he met 
this person. This v.ms in 1946 when his wife and mother-ln- * 
law had taken him to an apartment in Seagate, a bathing re- 
sort in Brooklyn. He cuuld not recall the address of this 
apartment. At this apartment he met an individual, age 58 to 
• 60, dark gray hair, partially bald, height 5' 5" to 5*6", chubby., 
and wore rimless glasses. At this meeting he talked with the ' 
unknown individual. He ascertained he vjas Russian by birth, ' 
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that he could speak the Hebrew language, and that he was em- 
ployed as a civilian Naval designer at the Broolclyn Navy Yard. 
During this conversation he stated that he had been employed 
at the Navy Yard for a long time. He also said tliat he was 
married and he bragged about his son, age untooxm. He also 
bragged about the length of time he spent as a civil servant . 
and the remainder of his conversation vjas mainly concerning 
music. 

Dr. SCHWARTZ stated that it was Just before he went 
to the apartment or Just after they left the apartment that his 
mother-in-law had made the statements concerning the Communist 
activity of the unloiown individual.

In reviewing information available concerning this 
organisation, it v;as noted that one V/ILLIAwTlEISf^AN, 1.^0 
Avenue, Hev; York City, advised that he v.as an attorney for Dr* 
DAVID DUBROVJSICY, one-time Director of the Russian Red Cross, 
in the United States. WEIsr/iAN recalled a series of magazine 
articles by DUBOV/Sl^Y concerning the Russian Red Cross. 

"Collier's" magazine for the d.^tes of April 2CV4ay 
4, 11 and IG, 19^0 were reviewed at the New York City Public 
Library. These issues carried a series of articles by^Dr. 
DAVID DUBROVJSilY entitled "Hov/ Stalin Steals Our Mo^ey. 

These articles contain no information concerning the Russian 
espionage system v/hlch was not previously reported in this 
case or available in the New York flics. There was no ad- 
ditional infomntlon concerning employees of the Russian Red 
Cross vJhich could be considered useful in developing logical
